Washington, April 3.—-Representa- 
tive James R. Mann, of Illinois, was 
unanimously chosen candidate for 
epeaker and floor leader of the re- 
publicans in the house of representa- 
tives at a caucus held in the house 
chamber tonight. He was proposed to 
the caucus by former Speaker Cannon 
and received the support of the regu- 
lara and those insurgents who were 
present. His indorsement means that 
he will receive the republican vote in 
the. house tomorrow when a speaker 
is elected and that he will become 
the active head of the minority party 
in the house in the new congress. 

After a long debate the caucus 
voted down a plan similar to the 
democratic method of making com- 
mittee appointments through a spe- 
clal cammittee. It placed in the 
hands of Mr. Mann authority to name 
the republican members of the stand- 
ing committees. 

Republicans Left Free. 

A substitute plan calling for the 
special committee was voted down 79 
to 33, but the republicans present are 
left free to take whatever action they 
desire in the house in supporting wor

COUNCIL PUTS LID 
UN SOCIAL CLUBS 


2 oe 


Mayor Courtland Winn 
Approves Action. 


Only One Dissenting Vote in 
Action on the Union and Me- 
chanics and Two on the Gate 
City ---May Make Report on 
Other Clubs. 


Following the recommendation of 
the police committee, the general coun- 
cil, yesterday afternoon, revoked the 


| licenses of the Union and Mechanics’ 


Club and the Gate City Club, the form- 
er located at 9% North Forsyth street, 
and the latter at 11% East Alabama 
street. 

On the adoption of the recommenda- 
tion against the Union and Mechan- 
ics’ Club, there was only one dissent- 
ing vote, which was cast by Council- 
man Warnock. On the recommenda- 
tion against the Gate City Club there 
were two dissenting votes, which were 
cast by Councilmen Hatcher and 
Chambers. 

Licenses Are Revoked. 

A few moments after the report of 
the police committee was adopted, 
Mayor Winn approved the action of 
the council, and the revocation of the 
licenses of the clubs became operative 
at once. On resolution, the council 
voted to refund to the Union and Me- 
chanics’ Club that portion of its tax of 
$300 which covers the balance of the 
year. The Gate City Club has only 
been organized about qa month, and has 
not paid its license. 

In its report on the clubs the com- 
mittee said: 

“After considering the facts which had 
been brought o he atention of the 
committee by their investigations, the 
report of the city auditor as to the 
books, method of operation, expense of 
operation and the receipts either re- 
ceived or that must be received in ‘or- 
der to keep the club going. and also 
after hearing the statements made by 
the representatives from these clubs, 
your committee has reached the con- 
clusion that said clubs are not bona 
fide social clubs, but are being oper- 
ated for. purposes of priwate gain and 
in violation of ordinances regulating 
and governing the sale of intoxicating 
liquors.” #4 


Alderman Warren, of the commit- 
ee, stated that the report was made 
up only after thorough investigation 
and after the committee had become 
convinced that the clubs were being 
operated for gain, and not as social or- 
ganizations, as the license intended. 

‘ Men and Women Drinking. 

When he stateq that the committee 
had seen men and women drinking to- 


Mechanics’ Club, Councilman Warnock 
wanted to know if he couldn't see the 
same thing at the Capital City or any 
other club. 

“We hhaven’t visited the Capital City 
Club,” replied Alderman Warren, “but 
we are going to, and if we find the 
same conditions there we will endeavor 
to frame qa similar report on that club.” 
The alderman said he doubts if any 
club is being operated strictly within 
the law, but that the purpese of the 
police committee is to keep them as 
close to it as is possible. 

In voting against the resolution to 
revoke the license of the Gate City 
Club, Councilman Chambers said the 
club has only been licensed about 
three weeks, and he doesn’t believe it 
has been given a fair chance. He said, 
however, that he is in favor of going 
after all the locker clubs, and will be 
ready at any time to vote to take the 
locker privilege away from them all, 
as he believes it should be done. 

Councilman Hatcher voted against 
revoking the license of the Gate City 
Club on the ground that he had vis- 
ited the club and had seen no evi- 
dences of violation of law. 

The discussion on the report was not 
lengthy, and was confined largely to 
members explaining their votes.

IT IS UP TO OKLAHOMA 
TO ENFORCE HER LAWS 


She Will Get No Help From 
United States Supreme | 
Court. 


Washington, April 3.—The burden of 
statehood was brought home to the 
state of Oklahoma today when the su- 
preme court of the United States in 
substance told the state that it was 
to look hereafter to its own law for 
the regulation of the liquor traffic and 
freight rates, and not to the federal 
government. 

The state about a year ago filed an 
original petition in the supreme court 
asking it to enjoin railroads entering 
the old Indian Territory from carrying 
liquor into that section of the state. 
The request was based on the require- 
ment that the state of Oklahoma pro- 
vide in .its constitution that liquor 
should not be sold there.

BUILDING LINE 


FOR PEACHTREE 


$10,000 ‘ Appropriation 


Asked for Widening. 


Resolution Calling “for 10 Feet 
‘Widening Between Baker and 
Ivy Streets Goes to Finance 
Committee -—-Movement Fa, 
vored by Council. 


Definite steps toward the widening 
of Peachtree street from Baker to 
Ivy streets were taken yesterday after- 
noon when the street committee offer- 
ed a resolution requesting the finance 
committee to appropriate $10,000 for 
this purpose in the June apportion- 


ment sheet. 

The resolution .was referred to the 
finance committee for. consideration. 

In this connection the council 
adopted a resolution by Councilman 
Nutting fixing a@ new building line for 
Peachtree street along that pagt it is 
proposed to widen. 

The new line was run by Captain 
R. M. Clayton, chief of construction. 
It takes a strip 10 feet wide off the 
right side of Peachtree for a distance 
about half-way the block from Baker 
to Ivy and takes off a strip about 8 
feet wide from midway the block to 
Ivy street on. the left side of ——— 
tree. 

The resolution of the street cidade. 
tee seeking the appropriation of $10,- 
000 provides it shall be conditioned 
upon the property owners in the block 
giving the necessary strip to widen 
the street from 50: to 60 feet. 

Judging from the speeches made on 
these questions it was apparent that 
the gweneral council favors the widen- 
ing of the street from Baker to Ivy 
and it appeared that the widening is 
Only a question of time. 

Alderman Grant expressed the opin- 
ion that the property owners along 
the street will be willing to donate 
to the city the land necessary to 
widen the street. 

The council adopted a resolution by 
Alderman Grant providing that the 
city shall pay the sum of $1,442 to 
Mrs. B. M. Swift to meet the 6xpense 
of moving back a distance of 10 feat 
the wall of a new garage building 
which she is erecting on Peachtres 
in the block which it is proposed to 
widen. 

It was stated in explanation that 
Mrs. Swift is willing to donate to the 
city the 10-foot strip for widening the 
street, but as her building is on the 
old building line, it will have to be 
moved back 10 feet and she desired 
that the city should pay her for the 
actual cost of moving the same. 

The resolution was passed without 
opposition. 

Property-Owners to Meet. 

For the purpose of discussing plans 
for the widening of Peachtree street 
from Baker to Ivy, a meeting of the 
property-owners and other citizens in- 
terested in the movement has been 
called to meet in the council chamber 


at the city hall Wednesday afternoon. 


at 3 o’clock. The meeting has been 
called by Councilman J. R. Nutting, 
who is also a member of the street 
committee of council from the sixth 
ward. 

Mr. Nutting urges that not only the 
property-owners along the block where 
it is proposed to widen the street, but 
that all other property-owners on the 
street and. all other citizens who are 
interested in the movement be present 
at the meeting. 


GOODBYE FLIES 
FOR EVEAMOR 


Van Dyke’s Screen Ordi- 
nance Passes. 


Voting unanimously the general 
council yesterday afternoon passed the 
fly ordinance which was introduced 
by Alderman Van Dyke and which was 
approved by the board of health. 

The ordinance was amended by 
Councilman Harrison so that the word 
‘retail’ is*stricken out and it is thus 
made to apply to any person or firm 
who displays for sale any article of 
food in a broken package. 

The provision providing that suction 
fans may be used to keep out flies in- 
stead of screens was also stricken out 
by the councilman’s amendment, and 
it was further provided that for the 
present year it shall become effective 
on June 1. 

As previously stated in The Consti- 
tution, the ordinance requires that all 
places where foog is kept on display 
for sale or is ganufactured shall de 
securely screened against flies; that 
no food or fruit shall be displayed for 
sale on the sidewalk and that delivery 
wagons, baker’s wagons and the 
wagons of peddlers shall have tops 
and shall be securely screened. 

Under the provisions of the or- 
dinance all the fruit stands are com- 
pelled to get on the inside of a bulld- 
ing and screen their doors and win- 
dows and all other stores which have 
been accustomed to display their fruit 
and food products on the sidewalk 
must take thenr on the inside where 
they can be screened from the flies. 

The law is to be effective! during 
the following months: April, May, 
June, July, August, September and 
October. 

The ordinance was adopted without 
any discussion except as to the effect 
of the amendment of Councilman Har- 
rison, and when it was éxplained that 
it will not affect wholesale houses, 
because they do not keep articles of 
food On display in the broken pack- 
age, there was a unanimous vote on 
the ordinance as it was amended.

House—Democrats, 228; republicans, 
160; socialist, 1; vacancies, 2—the 
ninth Iowa and second _ Pennsylvania 
districts. 

Senate—Republicans, 
41; vacancy, 1, from Colorado. 

Some Remarkable Changes. | 

The roll calls in the two branches 
will show some remarkable changes 
from the last session. In the house 
the democrats will show a gain of 54 
members and the republicans a loss 
of 55, the socialist member, Victor Ber- 
ger, of Milwaukee, accounting for the 
difference in the equation. 

By reason of the change resulting 
from the election last November, new 
faces will be seen not only in the mem- 
bership of the house, but the whole 
organization. Republican employees in 
great number will go out and their 
Places will be filled by democrats. 
Choice rooms in the capitol and the 
house office building, long controlled 
by the republicans, will be surrender- 
ed to the representatives of the party 
which is_to gather up the house reins. 

Instead of the 59 republicans whe 
occupied seats in the senate on March 
4, there will be only 50 tomorrow. The 
ranks of the minority will be increased 
from 32 to 41 and to 42, when the va- 
cancy in Coloradg is filled. There was 
one vacancy in the last session, caused 
by the death of the late Senator 
A more notable 
eveny than the large number of new 
faces in the senate and the house will 
be the absence of so many veteran leg- 
islators.

Letters From Alabama, One! 
For and One Against Prison-- 
er---South Carolinian Opposes 
Pardon. 


As the date approaches for the hear- 
ing on the application for pardon filed 
by Thomas Edgar Stripling with the 
prison commission, interest in the case 
appears to be on the increase. 

The Constitution has received two 
letters from Alabama, one for and 
one against the man who killed W. J, 
Cornett in Harris county, and then es- 
caped after a sentence for life had 
been passed upon him, and another has 
arrived from South Carolina which 
opposes the granting of a pardon. 

I. C. Phelps, of Cartwright, Ala., 


writes as follows: 
Unworthy of Pardon. 

“Bditor Constitution: The Stripling 
case produces controversy in Alabama, 
Some would exonerate him, while oth- 
ers think he ought to suffer the pen- 
alty of the law. 

“Did the court that tried the’ case, ; 
rendered a verdict, and fixed the pen- 
alty, make a mistake? If it did, the 
mistake ought to be corrected. If it 
did not the man should suffer the 
penalty assigned him. 

“Why should a wicked man oom- 
plain at the punishment of his sins? 
It is unmanly and really ungentleman- 
ly to do it. If a man is not willing to 
suffer the consequences of sin, he 
ought not to sin. 

‘Somewhere I have read that Na- 
poleon ‘Bonaparte in his last days 
hated men for their cowardice. What 
would he have thought of a man that 
would go at night to the house of an- 
other and shoot him through his win- 
dow while he was in the act of retir- 
ing, without giving him any wafrn- 
ing? : 

‘Stripling asks clemency on the 
ground that he became chief of po- 
lice while an escape from the penl- 
tentiary among people who had no 
knowledge of the fact that he was a 
criminal. Does this atone for his past 
sin in Georgia, or does it entitle him 
to clemency?

More than a dozen insurgents were 
not present at tonight’s caucus.

Cannon for One-Man Power. 

Speaker Cannon was.one of those 
who strongly advocated the selection 
of the minority committee membérs by 
the republican floor leader. !n a char- 
acteristic speech he reviewed his own 
eight years as speaker, and pointed 
out the satisfactory results which he 
believed had been obtained by placing 
upon one man the responsibility for se- 
lecting committeemen.

Protest Against Democrats. 


The caucus was marked by the first 
protest of the republican minority 
against the action of the democrats 
in ‘dividing up the committee places. 
Mr. Mann presented to the caucus a 
long protest against the method adopt- 
ed by, the democrats of increasing the 
mumber of members on the fifteen 
leading standing committees withont 
proportionately increasing the num- 
ber of places given to the minority 
party.

COUNCIL ACCEPTED “TEXAS,

Kurtz Has Visited Atlanta to 
Make Thorough Study of the 
Engines and the Raid---James 
Bell Says Engines of Today 
Are Not Those of the Six- 
ties. 


What shall be done to provide for 
the restoration and presérvation of the 
historic old engines “General” and 
“Texas,” heroes of the Andrews raid, 
and especially the latter, which is now 
rusting away in the Western and At- 
lantic yards? 

Renewed interest in the matter has 
been aroused as the result of the ex- 
cellent article of Wilbur G. Kurtz, of 
Chicago, dealing with the subject, pub- 
lished in Sunday’s Constitution. 

The “General,” as is well known, is 
in the carshed in Chattanooga. The 
“Texas” was offered to the state, and 
a resolution was passed by the legisla- 


ture appointing a committee to report) 


what disposition should be made of it. 

Again, it was offeréd to the city of 
Atlanta, provided the city would take 
steps for its preservation. The city 
formally accepted it, through action 
of the city council, but that is the last 
that has been done about it. 

The park board is anxious to have it 
restored and put under suitable shel- 
ter at Grant park; but before this can 
be done a sufficient appropriation must 
be provided for the. purpose. 

Kurtz an Indianan. 

Wilbur G. Kurtz’s story about the 
historic engines “Texas” and the “Gen- 
eral,” which appeared in Sunday’s Con- 
stitution, has aroused a natural curios- 
ity about its author. 

Many readers who have commented 
upon the article in question as the best, 
the most exhaustive and the fairest 
short account of the Anderson raid 
that has ever been published, will be 
surprised to hear that Mr. Kurtz is not 
a southerner, but is, in fact, a native 
of Indiana. He is at present a resident 
of Chicago, where he enjoys an en- 
viable reputation as an iiustrator and 
reviewer of books. 

For many years Mr. Kurtz’s avoca- 
tion haB been the study of history, and 
it may easily been seen why the dra- 
matic incidents of Andrews’ raid should 
have commanded his particular atten- 
tion.

Mr. Bell explains the difference in his interview in the accompanying 
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vestigations of both sides of the mat- 
ter, interviewing those who were aboard 
the “General” and those who rode in 
the “Texas.” It is perhaps natural, 
therefore, that his article should have 
been so exhaustive and impartial as to 
have excited the admiration of all who 
read it. 
Visited Atlanta. 

Mr. Kurtz came to Atlanta in 1904 
for the purpose of interviewing Wil- 
liam A. Fuller, conductor of the raider 
“General,” and the man who started 
the pursuit in the Texas. The two had 
many long conversations together, and 

r. Kurtz became thoroughly familiar 
with the incident. Since Mr. Fuller’s 
death, Mr. Kurtz has several times vis- 
ited the son of the deceased, William 
A. Fuller, Jr., well-known Atlanta at- 
torney. 

Mr. Fuller, Sr., left with his son a 
manuscript containing a detailed story 
of the famous raid and chase. Mr. 
Kurtz studied this manuscript and con- 
sented to make a number of illustra- 
tions for it. It has been partly for this 
reason and partly because of a natural 
interest in. the raid itself that Mr. 
Kurtz has conducted his investigations. 

Mr. Kurtz’s proposition .to restore 
the “Texas” to its original condition 
at the time of the raid has met with 
some objection. It has been stated 
that the engine has been so changed 
in the course of years that its original 
condition could not be more than 
guessed at now and that the original 
plans of the engine have been lost. 

Restoration Is Feasible. 

In refutation of these seatements it 
need only be saiq that Mr. Kurtz al- 
ready has secured information that 
has enabled him to paint an exact 
reproduction of the engine as it ap- 
peared when it made history. 

All the details of the make-up of 
the “Texas” Mr. Kurtz has secured 
from the American Locomotive Com- 
pany, successors of the Danforth & 
Cook Company, which manufactured 
the original engine. Although a pic- 
ture of the “‘Texas” as ‘it originally 
appeared could not be. obtained, he 
succeeded in getting a cut of the 
“Victory,” a sister engine. He also 
obtaineq all the original patterns and 
plans, so that absolute reproductions 
of the parts of the old locomotive 
that have been lost may be made to- 
day. 

It 
the conflict between 
locomotives were highly decorated 
with paint, gilt and brass work. Mr. 
Kurtz questioned many men who re- 
membered the “Texas” in regard to 
this side of the matter and from data 
thus secured has been able to repro- 
duce the original color scheme of the 
ola “war horse.” From these facts it 
will be seen that the difficulty of 
making an exact reproduction has al- 
ready been surmounted, 

Not Same Engine, Says Bell. 

“Tf it is sentiment that is actuating 
the preservation of the old ‘Texas,’ 
well and good,” said James Bell, an 
Atlanta pioneer, resident of the city 
during the civil war between the 
states and one of its best historians. 
In Wilbur G. Kurtz’s article in Sun- 
day’s Constitution Mr. Bell was given 
chief credit for efforts to restore these 
historic olq engines as they appeared 
when they were engaged in history- 
making. But if it is desire to pass 
on to coming generations actual relics 
of that thrilling episode of those live 
days, the movement had just as well 
stop now. 

“Why? Because the ‘General’ as 
she stands today in the Chattanooga 
car shed is not the engine Andrews 
and his desperate associates captured 
that morning at Big Shanty. Neither 
is the ‘Texas’ the same engine that 
ran the fugitive to death. In names 
only those two historic locomotives of 
that day now exist. I doubt very 
much if a single bolt of either ma- 
chine of that day can be found in 
either the ‘General’ or the ‘Texas’ of 
today. Both engines have been whol- 
ly rebuilt, remodeled and changed.” 

And Mr. Bell drew from his desk a 
picture of the ‘General’ made when it 
was destroyed by the confederate 
forces in Atlanta after the battle of 
Jonesboro. 

Difference in the Pilots. 

“Notice that pilot or cow-catcher,” 
resumed Mr. Bell, placing his finger 
on the point indicated. “See thvuse 
bars are lateral ang they are made of 
iron as pilots were made in those days. 
On the ‘General’ now in Chattanooga 
those bars are of wood and run up 
and down. The ‘Texas’ had the same 
pilot in those days, but was changed 
to ome like that in front of the ‘Gen- 
eral.’

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board was substituted. On the side 
you see that rod running from end 
to end. That was calleq an ankKte 
rail and was used by the fireman in 
passing from end to end. That ankle 
rail long ago gave way to the foot- 
board now seen On all engines, and it 
is the footboard and not the ankle 
rail the ‘General’ and the ‘Texas’ both 
carry today. The old smokestack on 
the ‘General’—see that hole through 
it? FPll tell you of that later—has 
been replaced. The boiler on neither 
engine today is the same used on the 
day that wonderful race was made. 
And again ..neither engine carries the 
Same number it bore in those days. So 
you see there is little of the old ma- 
chines left either in Atlanta’ or Chat- 
tanooga. 

“Both were woodburners on that 
fateful history-making April day, but 
when last used both were coal con- 
sumers.’”’ 

, Mr. Bell grew reminiscent and, re- 
peating that an old bolt or two might 
be found in the old machines, told of 
the practical destruction of both in 
Atlanta by the confederate govern- 
ment after the battle of Jonesboro, to 
prevent their capture by the federal 
forces. ; 

Deatruction of Engines. 

“I was a boy then,” he went on, “and 
like all boys, I found my way to scenes 
where life was going on. On Septem- 
ber 1, after the battle of Jonesboro, 
there were four engines in Atlanta, 
and a hundred cars of ammunition. 
There was no way to get 'em out, and 
its destruction by our forces or sur- 
render to Sherman had to be the re- 
sult. It was determined to destroy 
the engines and the ammunition. 
There was the General ang the Mis- 
souri, two main line engines, and the 
Etowah and the N. C. Monroe, two 
yard engines. The hundred cars of 
ammunition and the four engines were 
made into one train. David M. Young 
was engineer on the General, while 
John Bell was in charge of the Mis- 
souril. Orders had been issued for the 
train to pull down the Georgia road to 
the old rolling mill, near what is now 
Oakland cemetery. When that point 
had been reached, the engines pulled 
away from the train and ran up the 
track a short distance. Then the Gen- 
eral was cut open and shunted back on 
the train ad upon that engine the 
Missouri was turned with full force. 
That explosion? I can hear it yet at 
times. I was at the point where the 
old car shed is now, and crawled upon 
the General and ran out with it to 
where the train stopped. The collision 
set off the powder all right and there 
was mighty little left. The Etowah 


was completely wiped out of existence. 
There wasn't enough of that switch 
engine left to tell what it was. 

Hole Caused by Shell. 

“Now, that hole in the smoke stack 
on the General was made by a shell or 
something thrown from the explosion 
in the cars. 

“After the war, the General, the 
Missouri and the Monroe weré given 
back to the State road as it was then 
called. They were all rebuilt and for 
ten or fifteen years—how long, I don't 
know—did. daily service between At- 
lanta and Chattanooga. The Missouri 
was traded to the Selma and Meridian 
road for a heavier engine, and the last 
I heard of her she was down there 
eating up coal and pulling cars. The 
Monroe went to the Macon and West- 
ern, and I reckon has long since lived 
her life. 

“The old Yonah—and that engine 
played a great part in capturing the 
General—was called into service to 
take the place of the hand cars used 
up to that side track. But for that 
engine the ehase would have been al- 
most impossible. The Yonah was a 
small engine. After doing her time on 
the road she was brought to Atlanta 
and set up in the roundhouse, where 
she did service as a stationary engine. 
No, I don’t know what has become of 
her old form. 

“The General in Chattanooga is 
numbered 3. The old General was 
known in those days as 39. The Texas 
was then 49. What number she car- 
ries today I don’t know. The Yonah 
was No. 9. I don’t reckon the weather- 
beaten Texas has any other color, but 
the paint on the General in no way 
resembles the color it carried in the 
*60’s. 

“When the G. A. R. held its annual 
reunion in Columbus back in the ’80’s 
the Western and Atlantic road loaned 
the grand encampment the old Gener- 
al. It attracted much attention, and 
eventuated in the use to which it is 
now being placed. I believe it is yet 
the property of the state, as is the 
Texas, the lessees of the road having 
given that old scrapheap to Georgia.” 

Park Board Wants “Texas.”’. 

Dan Carey, manager of city parks, 
says that the park commissioners are 
most anxious to secure the “Texas,” 
and that the board has asked council 
six times during the past two years 
for an appropriation which would pro- 
vide ‘suitable accom ations for the

The plan of the park commissioners 
is to unite the “Texas” and the cyclo- 
rama in one building in Grant Park. 
This building, they believe, with the 
civil war mementoes already on hand, 
would form the nucleus of the finest 
museum in the south. 

Manager Oarey points out that the 
cyclorama, a picture estimated to be 
worth $60,000, is slowly rotting away 
because the present building in which 
it is, cannot adequately protect it from 
the dampness. In addition, the build- 
ing is wooden, and if it caught fire 
would undoubtedly be a total loss. 

The board advocates the erection of 
a modern fire-proof, hollow-tile struc- 
ture, with a large room in front in 
which the “Texas,” suitably mounted, 
weuld be placed. Here also would be 
the six braSs cannon now at Fort 
Walker. These cannon, bearing the 
coat-of-arms of Georgia, were fought 
all the way from Marietta to Atlanta, 
where they were finally captured by 
General Sherman, 

Surrounded thus by other relics of 
a memorable conflict, the ‘Texas’ 
would at last receive the honor that 
is its due. The prestige that it would 
lend to the mus#um would undouwbted- 
ly result in gathering beneath the 
same roof many additional valuable 
mementoes from all parts of the state 
and the south. The board earnestly 
hopes that the state and the city will 
be able to co-operate in bringing about 
this result. 

Difficult to Undertake It. 

While the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy are deeply interested in the 
movement to rehabilitate the historié 
old engine, “Texas,” the matter has 
not received any definite consideration 
as yet from the Daughters as an or- 
ganization. 

Miss Alice Baxter, state regent, says 
that she is thoroughly in sympathy 
with the movement, but that she does 
not see that the Daughters at present 
would be able to take up the matter if 
it requires the expenditure of much 
money.

“Cut Rates” Upheld by 
U. S. Supremes Court, 


Tribunal Disapproves Effort to 
Put Ban on “Cut Rates” in 
Proprietary Medicines---Court 
Holds That “Cut Rates’ Pre- 
vent Unlawful Monopoly. 


Washington, April 3.—The attempt to 
put the ban on “cut rates’ in proprie- 
tary medicines in this country today re- 
ceived the unqualified disapproval of 
the supreme court of the United States. 
That tribunal declined, in an opinion 
by Justice Hughes, to give its aid to 
such an attempt on the ground that it 
| would afford the manufacturers of med- 
| icine an unlawful monopoly. 

The question of the right of a than- 
ufacturer to control the price of his 
article to the consumer. arose in a‘suit 
begun by the Dr. Miles Medical Com- 
pany, of Elkhart, Ind., against a whole- 
Sale dealer in medicines in Cincinnati, 
John D. Park & Sons Company. 

Lurton Denied Injunction. 

The manufacturer sought to enjoin 
the Cincinnati firm from inducing deal- 
ers who had- procured medicines from 
the manufacturer to sell to it in viola- 
tion of a contract with the manufac- 
turer, and from selling medicines pro- 
cured in this way at “cut rates.” 

Justice Lurton, then a judge in the 
circuit court, announced the opinion of 
the circuit court of appeals of the sixth 
circuit, denying the injunctions sought. 
He said that while the manufacturer 
of medicines under a secret formula 
had a right to a monopoly of manu- 
facture until the formula was discov- 
ered by fair means, yet courts could 
not insure him the “unmecessary mo- 
nopoly” of controlling the price to the 
consumer. 

Justice Lurton added that such a 
manufacturer would be accorded other- 
wise a greater privilege than an in- 
vestor. He pointed out that an in- 
venter must make public his invention, 
which*becomes the property of the pub- 
lic after a few years, but a manufac- 
turer of a. proprietary medicine, under 
a more secret formula, might enjoy a 
monopoly forever. 

Hughes Supports Lurton. 

Justice Hughes today quoted approv- 
ingly from Judge Lurton’s opinion, and 
stated that the medical company had 
made the mistake of considering its 
monopoly of manufacture to be a mo- 
nopoly of sale. 

Justice Holmes, in a dissenting opin- 
ion, said that he believed in the policy 
of letting. people manage their own 


{ business in their own way as much as 


possible. Furthermore, he stated that

the public. 

None of the other justices concurred 
in the dissenting opinion as. stated from 
the bench.

John J. Henderson, Who Gave

He re- 
ferred to the refusal as “an absolute 
abuse of discretion.” 
Abuse Due to Misconception. 
He said, however, that the abuse 


was “obviously occasiotied by a mis- 
conception of the character pf the ac- 
tion of this court, and the scope of 


the mandate.” 

“While that decision expressly held,” 
said the chief justice, in referring to 
the holding of the st’preme court two 
years ago, “that st0ck ownership by 
a railroad cOmpany in a bona fide cor- 
poration, irrespective of the extent of 
such ownership, did not preclude a 
railroad company from transporting 
the commodity manufactured, mined, 
produced or owned by such corpora- 
tion, nothing in that conclusion fore- 
closed the right of the government 
to question the power of the railroad 
company to transport in ifmterstate 
commerce a commodity manufactured, 
mined, owned or produced by a cor- 
poration in which the road owned 
stock, and where the power of the 
railroad company as a stockholder was 
used to obliterate all distinction be- 
tween the two corporations. That is 
to say, where the power was exerted in 
such a manner so as to commingle the 
affairs of both as by necessary effect 
to make such affairs. practically un- 
distinguishable and therefore to cause 
both corporations to be one for all 
purposes.”’ 

The Decision Summed Up. 

Th¢d decision was summed up by the 
chiet justice in these words: 

“It must be held that while the

Washington, April 3.—Senator Cur- 
tis, of Kansas, is preparing to inaugu- 
rate a crusade for an amendment of 
the senate rules which will permit 
the senate to determine when debate 
shall cease upon a given subject. He 
announced today that he will introduce 
a resolution to provae for cloture 
after a subject has been under discusg- 
sion for five separate calendar days Or 
ten consecutive hours. 

Under the plan suggested, any sena- 

tor would be recognized to move for 
the termination of debate, and if the 
motion prevails by a two-thirds ma- 
jority, a vote shall be taken after three 
hours’ additional discussion.

indefinitely,” said Mr. Curtis, in dis- 
cussing his resolution.

MOISTURE .ON FIELDS _ 
MADE WHEAT DECLINE 


Market -Closed Three-Quarters 
to One Cent Below the 
Previous One. 


Chicago, April 3.—Widespread rain 
and snow acted like magic today in 
sending down the price of wheat. Crop 
prospects were believed to have beén 
vastly improved by the timely moisture 
on fields millions of acres in extent. 
Weakness prevailed at the close, which 
was *%c to lec under Saturday’s latest 
figures. The finish on corn varied from 
%@%*%c net gain to a shade loss; oats 
were a 1-16 to %@*%c up, and pro- 
visions 12%@27tec down. 

The decline in wheat stimulated 
much covering by shorts, the handsome 
profits immediately in sight proving 
irresistible, with the election holiday 
tomorrow making delay a double risk. 
The result was a sharp-rally, but fresh 
selling on the part of several large 
specualtors overturned the market 
worsethan béfore. A contributing-rea- 
son for the general weakness appeared 
in a decline at Liverpool, notwith- 
standing a material decrease of the 
total stock at that port. In addition 
to the direct benefit by moisture to the 
crops in the United States, cool weath- 
er was also counted a help to the grain 
and likewise to the bears attacking 
the price. Consequently, although 4 
little more “cash business was done 
here today, and Baltimore dispatches 
told of exports, the market in the end 
showed only slight reaction from the 
bottom figures reporteds The range 
for May extended from 84% @84%ec to 
&85%c, with the close \%c off at 84 %c. 

In corn, the wheat slump offset the 
effect of wet weather and light re- 
ceipts. The,trade was small, with 
price changes irregular. May fluctu- 
ated between 46%c and 47% @47%¢, 
closing a shade down at 46%c. Cash 
grades were firm on account of small 
offerings. No. 2 yellow finished at 46%

VICE PRESIDENT CORRAL

Mexico City, April 3.—Ramon Cor- - 
ral, vice president of Mexico, this aft- 
ernoon petijioned congress for an in- 
definite leave of absence. As a rea- 
son for his action he stated that he 
considered it advisable for him to 
leave the country for a time on ac- 
gount of the bad condition of his 
health. Germany was named as his 
destination. That congress will grant 
the vice president's request ig a fore- 
gone conclusion. 

By asking congress for a leave of 
absence, the vice president quieted the 
rumors that he intends to resign soon. 

The idea that the promises of re- 
form will cause Francisco I. Madero 
to give up the fight is not gaining 
ground. 

But another idea is growing rapidly 
and iuis ig that the rebel leaders soon 
are to become the victims of a disap- 
proval so general that it will extend 
to those now followers of Madero. On 
the part of the government there is 
made no attempt to deny that the re- 
forms were proposed because of a pop- 
ular demand. Many citizens of the 
capital believe that a larga percent- 
age of those actually fighting in the 
rebel army will be satisfied with the 
initiative taken by President Diaz and 
soon will refuse to follow their leader 
further in a movement, the success of 
which is regarded as doubtful.

COTTON SEED OIL. 


Review of Market Past Week. 
' Monday’s Transactions. 


New York, April 3.—(Special.)— 
Heavy trading characterized the local 
cotton oil market last week and new 
low-price records were made for the 
year. The selling pressure from the 
big interests was pronounced during

the early trading, but as the week 


progressed, the pressure was gradually 
withdrawn and the market displayed 
more resisting power, prices recover- 
ing part of their early losses. There, 
were no new developments which could 
be construed as bullish, but it was gen- 
erally believed that the market was 
seld out and oversold, and that a tem- 
porary reaction in prices was long past 
due. Ags usual, the July option was 
made the influencing feature of the 
market. The delivery was sold in enor- 
mous quantities during the early trad- 
ing, while extensive purchases were 
made late in the week. The decline on 
Monday and Tuesday had the market 
all but demoralized, and traders de- 
scribed the situation as a bad case of 
“marginitis.”” Later, however, an enor- 
mous volume of buying orders was 
turned loose, and order was promptly 
restored. 

Receipts of actual oil have continued 
along the same limited lines as pre- 
viously noted, and the spot market 
throughout the week was in a purely 
nominal condition. It was stated that 


only one refining interest in the metro-, 


politan section could offer oil for im- 
mediate delivery, and this concern was 
not offering around present levels. The 
April shipment acted closely in sym- 
pathy with spot oil, although offer- 
ings were on a slightly more liberal 
basis. On Wednesday’s “curb,” the 
April shipment was advanced from 6.10 
to 6.21 without dislodging a barrel of 
oil. The new crop deliveries were en- 
tirely neglected; scattered offerings 
were made under the 6c level, but buy- 
ers’ views appeared to be considerably 
below “offer” prices. 

While the feeling in local quarters 
is generally bearish, prominent com- 
mission houses are advising against 
reckless selling at prevailing quota- 
tions. It ts contended that the large 
manufacturing interests have forved 
the market downward during the past 
thirty days and that considerable oil 
has been picked up at low prices. 
the holdings of oil that 
were In weak hands have been taken 
over by strong factors, and while fur- 
ther pressure may be exerted to re- 
duce the crude oil mills into submis- 
sion, it is believed that the bear 
movement is near its end. According 
to reports the supply of nearby oil 
held by refiners and manufacturers is 
exceedingly limited. 

The action of the pure lard market 
has been similar to that of cotton oil. 
The actual supply of the hog product 
held by the packers is said to be com- 
paratively simall and the leading lard 
factors have been depressing the mar- 
ket in an endeavor to secure cheap 
stocks. The domestic consuming de- 
mand for both lard and lard com- 
pound is limited, which is no more 
than natural under the declining tend- 
ency of these markets. Export trade, 
however, icontinues satisfactory and 
the constant drain for foreign account 
is keeping supplies well within bounds. 
Pure lard is commanding 8%c a pound 
and lard compound 7%c a pound. An 
improved oi] inquiry was noted for the 
soap kettle late in the week, regard- 
less of the fact that city tallow was 
obtainable at 6c a pound. 

Business for export account has in- 
volved larger proportions and the de- 
mand has embraced a very broagq area. 
The foreign situation is similar to 
that in this country, inasmuch as sup- 
plies held by consumers are unusually 
light. The Netherlands and Italy were 
the largest buyers, with Brazil and the 
Argentine close on their heels. The 
export movement from this port for 
the week amounted to 12,798 barrels. 
There were no important arrivais of 
competing oils. Government statistics 
place the export movement for the 
month of February from all ports at 
25,691,512 pounds, valued at $2,042,313, 
compared to 13,001,244 pounds, valued 
at $928,311 for February, 1910. For 
the eight months ending with Feb- 
ruary the total export movement 
amounted to 127,692,779 pounds, valued 
at $10,018,665, compared to 154,694,154 
pounds, valued at $9,744,559, and 267,- 
233,475 pounds, valued at $14,254,678 
for like periods in 1910 and 1909, re- 
spectively. 

Quiet conditions have whewaites 
crude oil and the mills 
offered when necessity required. The 
low extent of offerings has kept 
prices On a parity in practically ali 
sections. The price ranges extended 
from 39c to 40c, according to seller. 
According to local authorities: about 
4.000.000 tons of seed have been rush- 
ed ang every ton !s said to have repre- 
sented a loss of at least $3 to the mill. 
It is also stated that the amount of 
crude oil now held by the crushers is 
less than 200,000 barrels. 

New York, April 3.—(By Associated 
Press.)—Cotton seed oil was some- 
what irregular, with the undertone 
steady in face of the big break in 
lard, owing to covering of shorts, light 
offerings of crude, and support from 
refining interests.
